I have n counter olaim against
Mr. Stowart. who Una oconpiod my prop-
erty for years without paving a ocnt of
rout, and this would a (treat deal
moro than overbalance tho claim which
ho now notB up. Ab for any charge that I
havo wilfully or fraudulently withheld money
belonging to these estates, it is simply ridio.
ulouu. 1 nball place the matter nt once in the
hands of my Uwyer, Mr. HnrriBoc, of this
oily, and instruct him to oppose vigorously
every attempt to briug up this old family
runt or, which has bocn long sinoe settled."

Mrs. Parnoll further stated in rogard to tho

Home llule movement during your stay in
England r"

Miurlng the lattor part of the time, yes.
Although I ho.ve spent mest of my time
in London. I visited London not lone
ago. It. is ..wonderful to see jwnut
progress the Irish movement has made
within the past year. It is continually
gaining ground in Ireland in spite of the ef-

forts of the Government to repress It, and in
England the sentiments held by Gladstone
and the Liberal party aro spreading among
all Cl.i ;09.

"Tboieare a great many of course who
think that things do not move fast enough
and aro incliued to be impatient. This is
especially tho case in Ireland. I think, how-
ever, that you cannot reasonably expect such
a revolution to be brought about with greater
rapidity than it 'is being pushod forward at
the present tirao.

" I do not think that the Nationalists gen-
erally will bo guided in their polloy by tho
decrees from Itouio, and there is a disposi-
tion to ignore the Pope entirely. Tho
priesta, howover, are bound to obedience,
and thoy will undoubtedly do their best to
carry out the instructions from Home. As
they have a groat hold upon tho Irish people,
it is to be presumed that that their influenao
will be felt in this regard."

Mr. Marsden sent for John A. Harrington,

an entrance into tho room wns effected,

Tho room was filled with gas, which
whistled up through tho burner, which was
wido open. Ono of tbn gontlomcn threw
open a window, and when tho ntmosplioro
had bocomo endurable they looked about tho
room.

Mr. Mnrsden lay dead on the bed. He had
died of asphixiatlon. That his death was in.
tentioual was apparent from tho fact that tha
utmost enro had been taken to stop up all
apertures through which any fresh air might
gain ooccsg to the room.

Alter some consultation word was sent to
Capt. Hooker, of the West One Hundred
and Twenty-sixt- h street police station, and
several hours later Oapt. Hooker consented
to havo the news telegraphed to Police Head,
quarters.

Mr. Marsden has been suffering from th

for a Ion j time, and it is suspected
that his suioide is the result of it, He was
forty.fivo years old aud n very succcsuful
playwright. Ho was hald to have been in re-

ceipt of an inoome amounting to moro than
$10,000 a year.

lie wroto a number of plays for Lotta and
ono for Maggie Mitchell, lie is the author
of "Tho Irish Minstrel," now being played
by W. J. Bcanlau. Joe Murphy also ha two
of Mr. Marsdon' play. They aro " Tbe
Donagh" and "Bhann llhu."

For the past threo mouths h wa engaged
on a play for Annio Fixley. for whioh ho wo
to have received $4,600. He was also to have
writton a piece for Connne.

Ho usually wroto in a kind of study in
the oupola of bis residence, and would frer

work there for a week at a time,gucntly moala brought to him.
Mr. Marsden had some trouble with his

daughter lilaneho about a month ago. and
some of his acquaintances are inclined to
think that this may have added to his
despondency.

Miss Blanuhe is twenty-on- e years old and
has a decided leaning toward the itage,
Her father opposed her desire in this direc-
tion.

About April 30 sho le'ft home ostensibly to
visit a young lady friend. While she was out
her father found in ber room some lettors of
a character he did not approve. Some of
them were from a New York actor.

On her return he upbraided her
and harsh words foUowed. Miss
Blanche beoame angry and pluokod out a
handful of her father's beard. The latter
called in a policeman, but tho girl was finally
allowed to go to the houke of a friend living
in the neighborhood. Sue fctill persisted in
ber determination to go upon tho stngo.

The scandal that all this caused had a very
depressing effect on Mr. Marsden, and he
was not the some man again.
